Smith's aii)\ was to fight the ease 
through the state courts and into 
federal courts in an effort to set 
aside a clause in the state consti- 
tution which forbids atheist

Prosecutor Cypert, when asked if 


lie is ready to prosecute the appeal 
in sircuit court said: "I am ready 
to make no announcement regard- 
ing the matter.

All Smith wants is publicity and 
I am not willing to help him get 
it." 


On former occasions Cypert said

scrambled themselves into a sit- 
uation that called forth a state- 
ment from Dr. Winnington Ingram, 
the Bishop of London, to the effect 
that the remarriage of a divorced 
member of Parliament was per- 
formed in a church "without the 
knowledge or sanction of the Bish- 
op." 


Sir William Uavison, conserva- 


tive, who was ro-olcctcd 
to the 


House of Commons from South 
Kensington in spite of an opposi- 
tion conservative candidate, 
was 


divorced last October from a dau- 
.gjiter of Sir Owen Roberts. The 
women of South Kensington, who 
outnumbered the men voters by 
nearly 27,000 waged a serious cam- 
paign to keep him out of Parlia- 
ment. 


He succeeded in winning the el- 


ection with a margin of 20,000, 
one of the largest in the whole j 
election, and a few weeks after his 
success at the polls married Miss 
.Constance Marriott, the daughter 
of a major in the Dragoon Guards. 


After the marriage in the regis- 


trar's office Sir William and his 
bride went to the church of St- 
Ethclburga, Bishopgate, where Dr. 
W. F. Geikic-Cobb gave the bless- 
ing of the Church of England. 


The church frowns upon the re- 


marriage of the guilty party in a 
divorce action though the ceremony 
is approved in the eyes of the law. 


The Bishop of London said that 


Dr. Geikie-Cobb did not consult him j 
and performed, the ceremony en-1 
tircly upon his own I'csponsibility.V

doubt," said Bishop Ingram, "acted |

but that view does
